U.S. Weather Bureau officials in Kansas City, Richnrds-Gebaur 
AFB officers and operations personnel at Olathe Naval Air Station 
said they could NOT account for the object. The weather bureau said 
it had not launced any weather instruments which might be mistaken 
for a UFO. 

First reports to the Johnson County sheriff's office came before 
10 o'clock from residents in the Mission area. The object was LAST 
sighted about 10:45 hovering southeast of Olathe, We first saw it 
over the Leawood area. It appeared tob e a bright red light. Then 
it would dim. The colors would change, from the bright red to a 
whitish blueish green to an almost-white. It appeared to b e hovering 
over KUDL radio transmitters at 1-35 and 81st. street. Then it head¬ 
ed East. But- only for a moment. It re-traced its path back to the 
transmitters. It passed over them and continued in a westerly path.

The Rodgors 
said they were in their car on Simsbury Rd., facing the mountain, ad 
watched the cylindrical light for 5 to 7 minutes. Something appear¬ 
ed to fall away from the tail of the object, Rogers said.. 

SCOOP NOTEs IF Mr. Earley did not have too much to do BEFORE all the 
above happenings (!) (which I know he was extremely busy) he sure 
has his wo&k. cut out for him now! Sounds from here like he has a 
grounded Saucer - a grounded Saucer-Pilot- and a rescue mission to 
investigate! A 'search and seek' affair. Mr. Earley sent the follow 
ing which states that Ted Thoben of West Granby, an investigator for 
the Conn, affiliate of the National Investigations Committee of Aerial 
Phenomena, has contacted the University of Colorado UFO investigating 
group which studies sightings under a federal grant. Hartford police 
said a member of the Colorado group had contacted them Friday for 
confirmation of their sightings. 
















THE ASTONISHING REAPPEARANCES OP THE MAURY ISLAND 

AND 

red bluff saucers 
EY

The following report came from Seattle, Washington, on June 4, 
1967. The data had been compiled by Gary Lesley, UAPRO, Auburn, 
Y/ashington. Deputy Sheriff T, C. Allsman said that 15 persons has 
seen UFO'S in the vicinity of Maury Island, Washington. The first 
sighting he knew about occurred on April 7. 

"The animals have just gone completely crazy," he said, 
horses, cows, dogs and ducks have been running around." 

The disturbed animals have been int he areas where UPO'S 
were reported. Some of the sightings were around radio 
stations and NIKE missile site. 

This particular report is very unusual. In fact, it is only 
one of several highly unusual UFO sightings. The reason for this 
excitement involves the location of Maury Island. In his book call¬ 
ed THE COMING OF THE SAUCERS, Kenneth Arnold told about the UFO'S 
over Maury Island, Y/ash. However, the date was June 21, 1947! In 
other words, almost 20 years before the Maury Island events of April 
and May, 1967. 

According to Arnold, the 1947 UFO'S reportedly dropped some 
pieces of metal on the beach at Maury Island. Three days later, 
while flying near Mount Rainier, Y/ash., Arnold reportedly saw nine 
UPO'S flying in echelon ( June 24, 1947 ). These episodes became 
"classics" and generated a great amount of controversy, The only 
reasonable conclusion is that these 1967 UFO'S have some relation¬ 
ship to the 1947 Maury Island saucers. The animals seem to have 
been affected by some type of unknown-energy — possibly electro¬ 
magnetism. ( In this case it is interesting to note that on Nov. 2, 
1955, huge, egg-shaped objects landed on the highways and fields 
around Levelland, Texas. Local police and highway patfcol officers 
said that the objects cut out the lights, radios and ignitions of 
passing motorists. ( Los Angeles Times and Lubbock, Texas, Avalanche 
J ournal ). 

However, get 3 v:„ for another surprise! On Nov. 24, 1896, a 
cigar-shaped object flew over San Pransisco, California. A few min¬ 
utes later, a similar object flew over RED BLUFF — about 162 miles 
to the north. From these f aots it has been deduced that when the UFO 
left San Pransisco it followed the Sacramento River up to RED BLUFF. 
This writer has estimated that this object may have had a velocity of 
around 1900 miles per hourI But — this isn't all! Another UFO 
hovered over Corning, Cal, on August 13, I960, Corning is only 18 
miles south of RED BLUFF, 










This particular object was sighted and chased by two policemen 
(San Francisco Chronical, Aug. 17, I960). Almost seven years later- 
on July 4, 1967 — two other policemen sighted a UlO hovering over 
the SAME site of Corning, California! In faot, that report was pub¬ 
lished in the August 4, 1967, issue of TIME magazine. The policemen 
were Officers Jim Overton and Frank Kates. Jay Munger, a bowling 
alley manager, said that the object had a shape like a big cigar and 
a color like aluminum. (And, of course, the 1896 UFO had a cigar 
s&apel) 

"It had a huge white light on the top, very bright," Overton 
said. "Down at the bottom it had a smaller light. Around the cen¬ 
ter of the object there was a band, a kind of paint or metal. 

Then as we walked it suddenly began to move. It moved with a most 
terrific burst of speed." 

After seeing the nine disks near Mount Ranier, June 24, 1947, 
Kenneth Arnold estimated a velocity of over 1,700 MPH. This was far 
above the speeds of any known plane in 1947. Furthennorc, Capt. E. 

J. Smith and co-pilot Ralph Stevens of United Airlines said they saw 
nine UFO'S near Boise, Idaho, on July 4, 1947. EXACTLY 20 years lat¬ 
er, July 4, 1967, the two policemen saw the UPO over Corning, Ca.. 

7 years earlier, two other policemen saw another UFO over Coming. 

And on Nov. 24, 1896, witnesses saw a cigar-shaped object near Com¬ 
ing and Red Bluff. This writer considers these new sightings some 
of the most unusual and thocught-provoking of the past 20 years! They 
seem to Validate or justify the Mount Rainier, Maury Island and Red 
Bluff reports of 189o and 1947* However there is one more itora! 

According to ARNOLDS book, the Maury Island saucers reportedly 
dropped some metal pieces on tb,e beaoh. A recent sighting from Sjell- 
ands Odde, Denmark, involved a flying saucer at low height (1967)... 
Two boys said that the object had dropped some metal pieces on the 
beaoh! The boy's maintain that the object dropped to the ground and 
3 legs came out. Eight persons reportedly came out thru a hole in 
the bottom — and som 6 of them wavod at the two boys.... The VITAL 
POINT concerns the esohanges of 1JAVES-— because a similar episode 
happened at Papua, New Guinea! 

On June 27, 1959, Father William Booth Gill and 37 other wit¬ 
nesses saw a UFO hovering over the beach at New Guinea. Four occu¬ 
pants came out on top of the craft, and a blue fight beamed upwards 
at a regular interval. Father ^ill said that he and other mission 
members waved at the four beings — and the humanoids RETURNED their 
waves! In fact, the object almost landed- In his 8 page report, 
Father Gill said that he thought the UFO had been occupied by Extra¬ 
terrestrial beings!

ARCHER, FLORIDA - July 12 - 67 Mrs. Evelyn Anderson reported a round 
saucer-shaped object, making a humming sound "like a vacuum cleaner" 
about 30 feet in diameter, which had red blinking lights around its 
outer edge and a dome with a light on its top, which hovered over 
her home at tree top level for over 15 minutes at 11PM at night. 
Several other neighbors either heard the sound or reported seeing 
the light given off by the mystery object.

THE OI'D VA LICUS (Reprinted from H.I.iJ.D. 4916 Franklin - Hollywood) 


All mourn the old VALICUS CRAFT which lies with mass dead, be¬ 
neath a i?ountain in Copper Basin, Idaho. The VALICUS has a very long 
history. It was one of the first space craft to come to the EARTH - 
before and after the Frequency Barrier's creation.

The VALICUS was an early granddaddy to them all. Sleek and 
beautiful, the private craft of the founder of the TRADING HOUSE of 
the Creator is.

The interplanetary trade necessitates the fastest 
and most modern craft which can be designed. The VALICUS was differ¬ 
ent.
